uivon tv ita developmen! nngit easily. bax 
fore Leng have rivallud tho very vflicient 
maritime arm of Japan, uow distinctly 
shuwa a tendency tu retrograde tv the low 
level of the Chineso army. 

It is notorious that for some timo past

The Chinese Navy is a comparatively 
new aorvice, of not more than twenty years’ 
standing, and as it began well it wus hoped 
it would become au oxample to the army as 
well ag a trustworthy weapon fur the de- 
fence of the E:piro, Tre native afficers, 
who ave but imrerfoctly trained, mot pos- 
avsaing the confidence of their seamen, und 
nnfit for the tactical arts and devices of of- 
fonsive and defonsivea maritime warfare, 
have banded tugether, one and all, and now 
trent the honourable foreign gentlemen 
in the servico with all varieties of vulgar 
brutality andinselence. The conacquence 
will probably be that ere long the Pvi-yang 
Squadron will be loft entirely te Chinese 
charge, and the inevitable results may be 
predicted confidently, that the fleet, or 
the single ships composing it, will become 
the ensy prey tothe first naval nation that 
inay go to war witb the Empire. 

It ia a bad sign that thy crews bavo but 
little or no trust in their native officers, 
and that the officers, though fairly well 
acquainted with the sciences of navigation 
and gunnery, live not yet had time to 
noquire adequate tactical Knowledge. Wheo 
the Chines: flee: is abandoned by the 
foreign inslractors it will decay, us the 
Turkish fleet has, although "that fleet, 
whon directed by Adinirals Wiseman, 
Walker, and Hoburt, wis really formidable, 
and fit fo cope on cqual terms with the 
Russian Binck Sea naval forces. 

This anti-forciyn movement is a typical 
instance of the hindrances in the way of 
tefornting an old wervicr like that of the 
uriay, or of creating a navy fit te maintain 
under all citcumatances the honour uf the 
Chinesy Empire upon the svas, 

The provinolal armies of China, if the 
i-armed and mndiaciplined mobs of men 
in all parts of the Empire except Chibli 
deserve that nanio, are no doubt through. 
aut more.or ‘less under corrupt os well as 
ignoraut admiuistration, a» that any mea- 
surable ro'orm must uccessurily attain al- 
most revolutionary proportious. The old 
order of. things, bad as it is, cannot be de- 
strayed until new elements are ready to 
repluco it, and before military schools can 
be founded, uniform systems chosen and 
opfarced, and the requisite scientific 
services: formed ‘in adeqnate supply, 
many years roust pass, vast sums of muuey 
must be expended, and, before the bid 
old ways are destroyed root and vranch, 
officers for tho various services must be 
trained in sufficient number to take charge 
of at leasteightcon corps d'armée. To carry 
out such a drastic reform, or rather to evoke 
from. existing chius the  educated-'forecs 
reyuired, needs .a Peter, or Frederick, or 
Catheriny,. Butin China no like inind exists, 
nor can, 98 only. two or three. of the great 
men of the Stata have any knowledgo of or 
cav appreciate the results of moder military 
scignce ;0:it is that Chins, as long as the 
existing conditions Jast, must remain what 
she now is, aloosely federated Empire, with- 
out faculty of cohesion or combination, with 
all her enormous and unrivalled: resources 
amorphous, and without even the rudiments 
of the orsanization that is necessary ‘before 
any degree of intelligent strength can bo 
developed.
